She 
described Dr. Anderson as a highly professional, dedicated, and 
hardworking individual, and said she is held in high regard by 
her fellow faculty members, Dr. Rowley advised she considers 
Dr. Anderson to be a loyal American of excellent character and 
reputation, and stated her associates are reputable individuals. 
She highly recommended Dr, Anderson for a position of trust and 
confidence with the Government. 


Norman Harry Nachtrieb, Professor of Chemistry and 
former Chairman of the Department of Chemistry, University of 
Chicago, Chicago, Illinois, advised he was quite well acquainted 
with Dr. Anderson during the period of her attendance and employment 
at the University of Chicago from 1964 to 1968. He described her 
as a very earnest, conscientious, hardworking, and professionally 
dedicated young woman, and said he had no reason to question her 
character, loyalty, reputation, morals, or associates. Dr. Nachtrieb 
stated he is aware of nothing of an unfavorable nature concerning 
Dr. Anderson, He advised he would highly recommend her for a 
position of trust with the Government. 
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Leon M. Stock, Professor of Chemistry, University of 
Chicago, Chicago, Illinois, stated hé was acquainted with 
Dr. Anderson as a student, teaching assistant, and research 
assistant at the University of Chicago from 1964 to 1968. He 
described Dr. ~ Anderson as a very good student and a good 
employee who was conscientious and dedicated in her chosen field. 
Dr, Stock stated he received no information of an unfavorable 
nature concerning Dr. Anderson, and advised she gave him no 
reason to question her character, loyalty, reputation, morals, 
habits, or associates. He said he would recommend her for a 
position of trust and responsibility with the Government. 


Harriet J. Walton, Assistant Professor of Mathematics, 
Morehouse College, Atlanta, Georgia, advised. she has known 
Br. Anderson since 1962 when Dr. Anderson entered on duty as an 
instructor of chemistry at Morehouse College. She described 
Dr. Anderson as a highly professional and hardworking individual, 
and said she possesses excellent credentiais in her field. 
According to Professor Walton, she is highly regarded by her 
colleagues. She furnished favorable comments concerning 
Dr. Anderson's character, loyalty, reputation, and associates, 
and advised she would recommend her for a position of trust 
with the Government without any reservations. 


Algernon 8. Belcher, Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, South Carolina State College, Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
advised he has known Dr. Anderson since 1961. He said he was 
Dean of the School of Arts and Sciences at South Carolina State 
College during 1961 and 1962 when Dr. Anderson was a member of 
the faculty. Dr. Belcher stated Dr. Anderson possesses an 
excellent mind and is a very fine instructor of chemistry. He 
said she is a hard worker, and he considers her chnracter, 
loyalty, and reputation to be above reproach. He advised that 
Dr, Anderson was very popular with her students at South Carolina 
State College. Dr. Belcher furnished favorable comments concerning 
Dr. Anderson's character, loyalty, reputation, and associates, 
and highly recommended her for a position of trust and responsibility 
with the Government, 


David H, Gambrell, United States Senator from Georgia, 
interviewed in Washington, D. C., advised he has no personal 
knowledge of Dr. Anderson, and said he is unable to furnish any 
information concerning her. 
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Herman E. Talmadge, United States Senator from Georgia, 
advised through his Administrative Assistant, Daniel Minchew, in 
Washington, D. ©., that he has no personal knowledge of Dr. Anderson 
and that he can furnish no information concerning her. 


Forty-two additional persons, including Dr. Anderson's 
professional associates, social acquaintances, and neighbors, 
were interviewed during this investigation. They furnished 
favorable comments concerning her character, loyalty, reputation, 
integrity, and associates, and recommended her for employment in 
a position of trust and responsibility with the Government. 

Dr. Anderson was described variously as highly competent, talented, 
ambitious, dependable, serious, and industrious. It was stated 
she is conscientious, energetic, well liked, and considerate. 
According to Dr, Anderson's associates, she possesses a keen mind 
and she is respected by her students and fellow faculty members. 
They advised she possesses a pleasing personality. Persons 
interviewed stated Dr. Anderson's close relatives with whom they 
are acquainted are reputable individuals.

No 
disposition of the arrest on May 5, 1964, was recorded, 
and the charges oni June 4, 1962, and December 15, 1967, 
were dismissed. On October 12, 1967, he was charged 
with disorderly conduct, for which he was fined $45 
plus costs in the amount of $10. On March 15, 1968,

A representative of the St. Louis, Missouri, Police 
Department advised that during the period from the 
mid-1950's to the early 1960's raids had been 
conduéted by the St. Louis Police Department at 
hotels, including the MacArthur Hotei, in the downtown 
area of St. Louis, Missouri, after information was 
received that these hotels catered to prostitution, 
He said that frequently all hotel employees were 
arrested, booked, and then released without 
prosecution. According tothis individual, these 
arrests were made in an attempt to discourage 
prostitution, He stated no evidence had been 
developed to indicate that Howard Jamison was 
involved in activities concerned with prostitution.
